MORNING AND EVENING STARS. 


DEFINITION.—The planet Venus is called a Morning Star when she 
rises befcre the Sun, and an Evening Star when she sets after the Sun. 
The Planets Mars, J upiter, and Saturn, may be considered Morning 
and Evening Stars when they rise shortly before the Sun, or set shortly 
after the Sun, in the same manner as Venus does. But ‘they may also 
be considered as Evening Stars when they rise before twelve o’clock at 
night, and as Morning Stars when they are visible before sunrise, 
until the day when they set on or before sunrise. 

The following tables have been prepared according to the preceding 
definition: 

MORNING STARS. 

Venus, until May 6. Mars, until June 6.

Venus, after May 6. 

Mars, after June 6, rising after that date before midnight. 

Jupiter, after April 13, rising before midnight. 

Saturn, until March 1, and also after June 16, at which date he 
begins to rise before midnight. 

The positions in the heavens of the four bright Planets—Venus, 
Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn—are best determined by an observer with- 
out instruments by means of their times of rising, passing the meridian 
and setting. 





THE WEATHER. 

It is but just to state to the public, that they know as much about 
the weather for the coming year as we do. No mathematician or As- 
tronomer, however able in his profession, can possibly ‘‘ cipher out” 
the weather. When such predictions are seen in Almanacs, they 
should be regarded as mere guess-work, entitled to no confidence, and 
as likely to fail as to be true. 





The year 1877, until July 4th, is the one hundred and first year of 
the Indepencence of the United States.

member of the Centennial Commission says: ‘‘ During the whole time 
of the exhibition I did not see a single intoxicated person on the 
grounds, nor did I see any difficulty or altercation.” 

At this early day it is impossible to form any correct idea of the 
good that will grow out of the Centennial Exhibition at Philadelphia. 
All the exhibitors and their assistants devoted six months of assiduous 
instruction to those who examined their productions, and that will cer- 
tainly stir up all American manufacturers and mechanics to new zeal 
and emulation. 

The London Exhibition of 1851 was of great advantage to Eng- 
land, for it proved to her that she was behind-hand in many things 
in which she had believed herself to be the first. One of the results 
of that exhibition was the establistment of the Kensington Museum, 
and other official schools, the beneficial effects of which were very 
apparent in the advance in all artistic work of Great Britain, exhibited 
in the International Fair of 1862. <A similar beneficial result from the 


Centennial Exhibition may be expected in this country. 17

the rapid increase arising from interest contain much “food for 
thought ” for all classes, old or young, man or woman, employer or 
employed; for interest affects the price of every commodity in the 
most vital manner. 

Many carelessly infer that the increase of money at six per cent. is 
just twice as rapid as at three per cent.; but in reality the increase is 
vastly more rapid than this. In one hundred years, at six per cent., 
the increase on any given sum is about eighteen times as much as at 
three per cent. 

If one dollar be invested and the interest added to the principal 
annually, at the rates named, we shall have the following result as 
the accumulation of one hundred years: 
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There are probably few, however familiar with the subject of the 
rapid increase of capital put at interest, who would not be startled at 
the statement that the cost of the outfit of Christopher Columbus in 
his first voyage of discovery, put at interest at six per cent., would by 
this time have amounted to more than the entire money value of this . 
continent, together with the accumulations from the industry of all. 
who have lived upon it. If any doubt this, let them reckon the 
amount, estimating the entire outfit to have cost only the small sum of 
five thousand dollars, and remembering that money doubles, at six per 
cent., in alittle less than twelve years—or accurately, in eleven years, 
ten months, and twenty-one days. Allowing it to double every twelve 
years, this five thousand dollars at interest at six per cent. since 1492, 
it will be found, would have amounted to $17,895,700, 000,000; which, 
estimating the population of the entire continent of America (N orth 
and South) to be eighty-five millions, or seventeen million families 
(averaging five members each), would give more than a million dollars 
as the possession of every one of these. The interest upon a million 
dollars at six per cent. is sixty thousand dollars, which would now be 
the princely annual income of each of these seventeen million families 
from the accumulations up to this time upon so small a sum as that 
na™wed for the outfit of the discoverer. 

In Hildreth’s ‘‘ History of the United States,” it is stated that Man- : 
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hattan fetand afterward called New Amsterdam, now the 
city of New York —was bought by the Dutch from the 


. Indians for sixty guilders, or twenty-four dollars ($24), and 
this only about two hundred and fifty years ago. And yet, if the 
purchasers could have securely placed that $24 where it would have 
added to the principal annually interest at the rate of seven per cent., 
the accumulation would exceed the present market value of all the 
real estate of the city and county of New York. 

Again, if a man at the age of twenty-five should commence busines: 
with a capital of one hundred thousand dollars, and could by any 
possibility add thereto interest at our legal rate of seven per cent. 
annually, the result would be (in round numbers) as follows:

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Now, the growth of national wealtb is only about 3 1-8 per cent. 
per annum, notwithstanding the assertion of those who have place? 
it much higher, through comparing the old valuations with the ney, 
(which have been greatly increased), instead of taking as a basis of 
their calculation, as they should have done, the actual number of 
horses, cattle, hogs, sheep, etc., etc., at the different periods.- It is 
plain, therefore, that the great mistake most men make is in attempt- 
ing to use borrowed capital at an immensely high rate of interest. 
While the growth of the national wealth remains at the present rate, 
the average man who attempts to pay even seven per cent. for all the 
capital he can get, should not expect to avoid bankruptcy as the result. 
The facts prove that about one man in three hundred succeeds in a 
business carried on with borrowed money. Real business success 
comes by slow and safe accumulation. 

If the young man has only $100 to commence business on, his plan 
should be to use that hundred safely and add to it by profits or earn- 
ings only, rather than borrow from his father, rich uncle, or friend. 
To keep money safe until needed for business, and have it gradually 
increase by interest, Savings Banks are ‘in reality the only institutions 
for the purpose in this country. Said the treasurer of a Boston Sav- 
ings Bank during the late dulness in trade: ‘‘ My dear sir, it is a real 
pleasure for us to pay out money to our depositors; they need it; we 
take care of it for them when they do not need it, now it is pleasant 
to give these people all they put in the bank, and a little more besides.”

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z MONEY—HOW IT GROWS BY SMALL SAVINGS. o

There is no workingman in good health who may not become inde- 
pendent, if he will but carefully husband his receipts, and guard 
jealously against the little leaks of useless expenditure. But, to be- 
come independent, one must be willing to pay the price. He must be 
industrious, and he must be prudent. Perhaps the hardest of these 
rules to follow is the latter. There are a hundred persons who can 
work hard, to every ten who can properly husband their earnings. 
The classes that toil the hardest squander most recklessly the money 
they earn. Instead of hoarding their receipts, so as to provide against 
sickness or want of employment, they eat and drink up their earnings 
as they go, and thus in the first financial crisis, when mills and facto- 
ries stop, and capitalists lock up their cash instead of using it in great 
enterprises, they are ruined. Men who thus live ‘‘from hand to 
mouth,” never keeping more than a day’s march ahead of actual 
want, are little better off than slaves. They are not their own mas- 
ters, but may have at any moment to choose between the alternatives 
of bondage or starvation. They cannot help being servile, for they 


know they can neither command their time, nor choose how and 


where they shall live. 

To one who has seen much of the miseries of the poor, it is hard to 
account for this short-sightedness of conduct; but doubtless the main 
cause is the contempt with which they are wont to look upon petty 
savings. Ask those who spend all as they go why they do not put by 
a fraction of their daily earnings, and they willreply, ‘‘ That’s of no 
use; what good can the saving of afew cents a day, or an occasional 
dollar, do? If I could lay by four or five dollars a week, that would 
ultimately amount to something.” It is by this thoughtless reasoning 
that thousands are kept steeped to the lips in poverty, who by a mod- 
erate degree of self-denial might place themselves in a state of comfort 
and independence, if not of affluence. They donot consider to what 
enormous sums little savings and little spendings swell, at last, when 
continued through a long series of years. x 

What laborer is there in good health who may not save from his 
earnings fifty dollars a year? Yet this paltry sum, compounded at six 
per cent. interest, amounts to $650 in ten years, $1,860 in twenty 
years, $3,950 in thirty years, and $7,700 in forty years; thus secur- 
ing a snug provision for old age by the saving of less than four- 


teen cents per day! How imperceptibly may this last sum, or one 


twice as great, slip through one’s fingers in the gratification of habits 
worse than useless, without a thought of the vast aggregate to which 
it finally amounts! What clerk or workingman, that spends twenty 
cents a day for a couple of cigars, dreams that by this expenditure, with 
the accumulated interest, he will in fifty years have smoked away 
twenty thousand dollars? Yet aman who by alife of industry had 
laid by such asum would, in most country towns, be deemed rich. 
It is a hard thing to begin the world without a dollar, and yet hun- 
dreds of men, by petty savings at the outset of their career, have 
22 
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capitalists in one of our large cities some years ago was a 
builder, worth probably some hundreds of thousands, who 
began life as a bricklayer’s laborer at adollaraday. Out of that 
small sum he contrived to save fifty cents a day, and at the end of the 


% amassed large fortunes from a single shilling. Among the Ks 
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first year had laid up $182, from which moment his fortune was made. 
Like a hound upon the right scent, he was on the track of riches, 
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and the game, sooner or later won, was sure to be his own. 
Of a leading firm in New York city, which some years ago had 
accumulated an immense property, it is stated that both 
members came to that city without a cent, and swept the very shop 
wherein they afterwards made their fortunes. Like the builder, they 
had an indomitable spirit of industry, perseverance, and frugality, 
and so the first dollar became the foundation of a million, 

‘the persons who despise small savings as unworthy of their care are 
ignorant of the main object of making them in early life, which looks not 
chiefly to the saving itself, but to the formation of a habit of economy. 
It is true, the saving of a few cents is in itself of little moment; but 
if the habit of saving a penny or two, whether in money or any other 
kind of property, once becomes fixed, and the thoughts be turned in 
the direction of advancement, the accumulation will go on and be 
ultimately successful. Hence it has been wisely said that there is no 
revolution in the history of a man so important in its consequences as 
that which takes place at the moment of the first saving. As it is the 
minutes that make the hours, so it is the pennies that make the 


pounds, the cents that make the dollars; and he who scrupulously 


economizes the former need give himself no concern about the latter, 
for the habit of looking sharply after them will have insensibly formed 
itself. It is for this reason that the beginning of a deposit, however 
small, in a Savings Bank, may be regarded as the crisis of many a 
moral destiny; for from that moment the person ceases to be a slavish 
dependent, without manliness or self-respect, and becomes a free, in- 


dependent, self-relying man, who is under no bondage but that of — 


kindness to his fellows, of which he now has the means.

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: KEEP OUT OF DEBT. ¢ 


Every man who would get on in the world should as far as pos- 
sible, avoid debt. From the very outset of his career he should sternly 
resolve to live within his income, however paltry itmay be. The art of 
living easily as to money is very simple; it is to pitch your scale of 
living one degree below your means. All of the world’s wisdom on 
the subject is most tersely epitomized in the words of Dicken’s Micaw- 
ber: ‘‘ Annual income twenty pounds; annual expenditure nineteen 
nineteen six; result, happiness. Annual income twenty pounds; an- 
aual expenditure twenty pounds ought and six; result, misery.” Mr. 
Micawber’s experience, so vividly depicted by Dickens, is that of 
thousands whose lives are made miserable by the folly of living be- 
yond their means. In this country, especially since the late war, 
there has been a growing tendency in all classes of society to over- 
spend. In every town and village there is a fearful ambition abroad 
for being ‘‘ genteel.” One half of our families are engaged in.a per- 
petual and desperate struggle to keep up appearances—to pass for that 
which they are not. They have neither patience nor courage to goon 


in the paths to which God has appointed thena. but needs force them- 


selves into some fashionable state to which they have called them- 
selves, and where they may bask in the smiles of Mrs. Grundy. 
Everywhere ‘‘ there is a constant struggle and pressure for front seats 


- in the social amphitheatre, in the midst of which all noble, self-deny- 


ing resolve is trodden down, and many fine natures are inevitably 
erushed to death.” Marrying early, the young lawyer, merchant, or 
mechanic is not content to begin life in the simple style in which his 
father began, increasing his comforts as his earnings increase; but he 
must live from the very start as the veterans of his calling live after 
years of toiland economy. The rent he pays, the furniture and orna- 
ments of his house, the luxuries of his table, the number of his ser- 
vants, the clothes of himself and family, his expenditures for opera- 
tickets, concerts, lectures, hackney-coaches—not to include the cost 
of what Charles Lamb would call his ‘‘ virtuous vices,” such as smok- 
ing, ete., or dinners at. Delmonico’s—are all far above his means. The 
result is, he-gets into debt, then more deeply into debt, falls into the 
clutches of Shylock, is fleeced of large sums for interest, struggles 
vainly in the toils in which he is involved, becomes desperate; and 
Mmismanages his business or half does his work, and at last, after 
floundering and stumbling on for a few months or years, with inevita- 
ble bankruptcy staring him in the face, succumbs under the heavy 
load of debts, duns, and anxiety, when the curtain falls, and the 
wretched play of ‘‘ Keeping up Appearances” is ended. 

When will this wretched state of things cease? Never till beginners 
in life have learned to feel a horror for debt ; till those who are am- 
bitious of display learn that it is dishonest to spend what they have 
not earned,—that, as Sir Charles Napier once said to some of his offi- 
cers, ‘‘to drink unpaid-for champagne and unpaid-for beer, and to 
ride unpaid-ior horses, is to be a cheat, and not a gentleman.” Of all 
the foes to human prosperity and happiness, there is none more dead- 
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oS ly than debt. Dr. Johnson held it to be not only an incon- 

2 venience, but a calamity. ‘‘ Let it be your first care,” he 
says, ‘‘not to be in any man’s debt. Resolve not to be poor; 
whatever you have, spend less. Poverty is a great enemy to human 
happiness; it certainly destroys liberty, and it makes some virtues 
impracticable and others extremely difficult. It lowers a man in self- 
respect, places him at the mercy of the tradesman and his servant, 
and renders him a slave in many respects ; for he can no longer call 
himself his own master, nor boldly look the world in the face.” It 
is also difficult fora man who is constantly in debt to be truthful; 

hence it is said that ‘‘lying rides on debts’ back.” 
** An unthrift was a liar from all time, 
Never was a debtor that was not deceiver.” 

Many a ruined man dates his downfall from the day when he began 
borrowing money. It is easy to avoid the first obligation ; but that 
incurred, others speedily follow, one necessitating another; every day 
the poor victim gets more and more inextricably entangled ; then fol- 
low pretexts, excuses, lies, till all sense of shame is lost, the whole life 
becomes a makeshift, and the debtor, despairing of deliverance from 
his embarrassments, deliberately resolves to live by indirect robbery 
and falshood. ‘‘I am astonished,” says Sir Richard Steele, ‘‘ that 
men can be so insensible of the danger of running into debt. One 
would think it impossible that a man who is given to contract debts 
should not know that his debtor has from that moment in which he 
transgresses payment, so much as that demand comes to in his debtor’s 
honesty, liberty, and fortune. . . . . Can there be a more low and 
servile condition than to be ashamed or afraid to see any man breath- 
ing? Yet he that is in debt is in that condition with relation to twen- 
ty different people. The debtor is the creditor’s criminal, and all the 
officers of power and state whom we behold make so poor a figure, are 
no other than so many persons in authority to make good his charge 
against him. Human society depends on his having the vengeance 
the law allots him ; and the debtor owes his liberty to his neighbor as 
much as the murderer does his life to his prince.” Yet the author of 
these remarks, who could so vividly depict the miseries of indebted- 
ness, was perpetually struggling with them, and presents in his whole 
career one of the most melancholy examples which biography affords 
of the moral sacrifice which are so often occasioned by a dispropor- 
tion between wants and the means of gratifying them. When re- 
proached by Mr. Whiston for having in the House of Comions given 
some votes in flagrant contradiction to his formerly professed opinions, 
he replied, ‘‘Mr. Whiston, you can walk on foot, but I cannot.” A 
coach had become so essential to Steele, {hat, rather than do without 
it, he was willing to abandon his most cherished political principles 
and do violence to his conscience. 

Let every young man who is shocked by the conduct of this incon- 
sistent writer avoid the rock on which he split. Let him resolve early 
that he will at all times look his affairs squarely in the face, that he 
will know his exact financial condition, and that he will do any work

’ that is honorable, and submit to the most pinching privation, 

rather than plunge into debt. Workers and savers never run 
in debt. Eloquently has Douglas Jerrold said: ‘‘Be sure 

of it, he who dines out of debt, though his meal be biscuit and an 
onion, dines in ‘The Apollo.’ And then for raiment ; what warmth 
in a threadbare coat, if the tailor’s receipt be in the pocket! what 
Tyrian purple in the faded waistcoat, the vest not owed for ! how glossy 
the well-worn hat, if it covers not the aching head of a debtor! ... 
Debt, however courteously it be offered, is the cup of a siren, and the 
wine, spiced and delicious though it be, an eating poison. The man 
out of debt, though with a flaw in his jerkin, a crack in his shoe-leather, 
and a hole in his hat, is still the son of liberty, free as the singing lark 
above him ; but the debtor, though clothed in the utmost bravery, 
what is he but a surf out upon a holiday, a slave to be reclaimed at 
any instant by his owner, the creditor? My son, if poor, see wine in 
the running spring ; let thy mouth water at a last week’s roll ; think 
a threadbare coat the ‘only wear ;’ and acknowledge a whitewash 
garret the fittest housing place for a gentleman: do this, and flee 
debt. So shall thy heart be at peace and the sheriff be confounded.” 


ONE OF THE “FIZZLE” FAMILY. 


There was once a very smart boy, whcm, to begin with, we will call 
Little Fizzle. He was one of those wide-awake boys who poke their 
noses into almost everything they see, and think they know half as 
much again as all the rest of the world. He went to school very 
young, and his mother wanted to have him learn to read and write 
well before he did anything else; but he preferred to study ‘‘ geog’fry,” 
grammar, and ’rithmetic besides. As he was so bright, he soon learned 
to write very badly-spelled words, and could tell you in quite incor- 
rect language what a verb or an adverb was. If he was likely to say 
Michigan was ‘‘ bounded” by Connecticut, why, other boys of his 
age, it may be, never heard of either place. For young as he was, 
you see little Fizzle had come to a point where he must choose between 
two ways.

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THE COST OF LIVING, 

On how much or on how little can a family live in com- 
fort? That depends. Some families would make themselves 
very comfortable on what others will waste. But it is true that the 
average family in this country can live in comfort on the average 
earnings of the workingman. Unless there is sickness or some un- 
usual cause for expenditure, a family, with prudence, can save a little 
money each year. 

In the ‘‘ Sixth Annual Report of the Bureau of Statistics of Labor ” 
of the State of Massachusetts, we are presented with detailed accounts 
of 397 families.of workingmen, or the ‘‘ wage class,” as to number of 
members, occupation, actual earnings for a year, actual expenditure, 
in items, ’and general condition. . 

We reproduce a few of the statements here as helping to show how 
a comfortable family life can be sustained on the ordinary wages of a 
workingman. Of course both wages and cost of living will in other 
places vary from the Massachusetts standard. But the important 
thing is the proportion between the two, 7. e. between income and 
outgo, and we presume this will not very greatly vary from that which 
is presented here:

The total sum invested in the liquor business, of all 
kinds, amounted to $140,000,000; in the manufacturing business 
_ $60,000,000, and in the banking business $80,000,000. The Police De- 
partment cost $3,000,000, and in public amusements $5,000,000 were 
SB. 
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spent. Her meat bill amounted to $28,000,000; flour, Ke 
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$30,000,000. ‘The daily consumption of beer was 50, 000 kegs. 
There were 65,000 arrests for intoxication and disorderly con- 
duct, and 80,000 persons were in public institutions, under care of the 
Commissioners of Charities.

AN AUTHORITY ON THE SUBJECT. 


FROM ‘A HISTORY OF SAVINGS BANKS IN THE UNITED STATES,” BY 
EMERSON W. KEYES.* 


Referring to the philosophy of Savings Banks, in Chapter I. of this 
work, the author says: ‘‘ They offer to this large class from which the 
indigent are liable to be and are recruited, the opportunity of putting 
safely aside the surplus earnings of prosperous years, to be called for 
when the day of adversity comes. They appeal to the manliness of 
man, to his love of independence, to his scorn of dependence, to his 
domestic affections, to his pride, to his instinct of accumulation, in 

short, to his better nature. They tender him no gratuitous charity, 
beyond the exercise of supervision over the fund accumulated by his 
industry. They sayto him, ‘you were created self-helpful, endowed 
with power to gain for yourself and family a decent and comfortable 
subsistence. With life and health preserved, the constitution of the © 
social state is such as will average to demand your service long enongh 
and at sufficient wages to give you a decent maintenance according to 
your station. But it will be an average only. Jor the law is not the 
less immutable that there will come periods of depression, when you 
will seek employment in vain. But by careful and provident saving 
of the assured surplus of prosperous seasons, you may hold in reserve 
the means thatshall carry you safely through the season of adver- 
sity.’ 

Such is the nature of the appeal. I have said it is an appeal to 
man’s higher and better nature, to his pride, to his dignity, to his 
love of independence to his self-respect. 

It says, be industrious, be frugal, be temperate ; or, suggestively, be 
not idle when work is to be done, be not wasteful or extravagant, be 
not intemperate. It says, live within your income, lay aside the sur- 
plus saved, for future need, and draw not upon it until the need shall 
come. 

We know too well, that all men will not be influenced by appeals to 
their higher nature. We know that with some, the love of idleness 

and ease is greater than the love of conscious independence which 
steady industry assures. With some, the instinct and passion is to 
spend rather than to save, is to self-indulgence rather than self-denial.

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With some the instinct is to vice and crime and all vicious in- 
dulgence, rather than to virtue, honesty and a reputable 
career. 

Itis not to be presumed therefore, that this appeal will revolution- 
ize humannature. It will not make the slothful vigilant; the wasteful 
frugal; the vicious virtuous. It cannot,.in the nature of things, 
banish poverty from the earth, not even the poverty that comes as 
the result of one’s own follies. 

Savings Banks were founded upon no such misconception of human 
nature. Their theory was simple, modest and well-founded. It was 
only that some, many, perhaps a majority of mankind, would prefer 
honest independence, the result of industry, to beggarly dependence, 
the consequence of idleness; that they would be frugal rather than 
wasteful, if the savings of frugality could be carefully garnered for the 
time of need; that they would guard against vicious indulgence rather 
than steep themselves in drink, if there was the incentive of accumu- 
lation held out as the sure reward of self-denial. 

Such is the simple theory of Savings Banks. The purpose of this 
work is to show how far this theory has been proved true, during the 
first half century of its experiment in our country. It will also bein 
our way to note how this instrumentality has been found serviceable 
to larger uses than those to which it was originally applied, and, ex- 
panding the area of its operations, has enriched the country through 
its benign ministration.

SCHOOL SAVINGS BANKS. 

The administration of the Saving Banks in the schools (of France) 
is very simple. 

After having made proper arrangements with the nearest city or vil- 
lage Savings Bank, the teacher informs his scholars that he is ready to 
receive their savings, however small they may be, and that on the first 
day of every month all deposits amounting to one franc, or to even 
francs, will be deposited in the city Savings Bank to the credit of the 
pupil thus depositing, who will then receive a bank book in his or her 
own name. 

On a fixed day of every week at the commencement of the school 
the instructor announces ‘‘the exercise of savings.” (exercice de l’ 
Epargne.) 

Every sum, small as it may be, he records in a special book called 
the Register of the School Bank; each page of which, ruled with twelve 
vertical lines for the months of the year, and thirty-one horizontal 
lines for the days of the month, is appropriated to some one pupil’s 
account. Detached sheets ruled in the same way are also provided, 
so that each scholar may have a duplicate of his or her account. 

The book and sheets having been prepared, commonly by the pupils 
themselves, each scholar, in turn, as the roll is called, presents himself 
or herself before the teacher’s desk and there deposits any sum which 
he or she wishes to be put into the School Savings Bank. The in- 
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structor, in the presence of the one depositing, inseribes the 

amount in the Register on the appropriate page in the 

square that indicates the date of the transaction, and at the 
same time he makes a like entry on a separate sheet which he delivers 
to the pupil. This duplicate sheet is a double guaranty both for the 
parents and the teacher. 

Such is the plan pursued in each school; equally easy and simple 
are the transactions with the large Savings Bank. 

On the first of every month, the instructor adds the small amounts 
inscribed on each page of the Register i in the columns for the month 
just passed. If the sum of any one does not reach one france, the 
number of centimes or fraction of a franc is placed at the top of the 
column for the next month to be added to future payments. When 
the total exceeds a franc or even frances, he makes a memorandum of 
the whole or even francs opposite the name of the scholar by whom 
they have been deposited, and carries the fraction, if there be any, to 
the top of the next column, and so on through the book. This done, 
he takes the aggregated francs and his memorandum to the large Say- 
ings Bank. 

The cashier, having counted the money and found it to correspond ~ 
in amount with the total of the teacher’s memorandum, inscribes the 
deposits, each scholar’s separately, in bank books appropriated and 
belonging to the pupils depositing in this way through the agency of 
the teacher. 

These individual bank pass-books are kept by the instructor so long 
as the owner remains in the school. However, the next day after 
each new deposit is made in the large Savings Bank, the scholar is 
permitted to take his book home for the inspection of his parents, 
but it must be returned to the custody of the teacher, promptly the. 
next day thereafter. 

When a pupil leaves the school, his or her book is delivered to his. 
_ or her legal representative, together with any money that may be in 
the school Savings Bank at the time; for all which a receipt is given 
written on the page of the register whereon is the scholar’s account. 
The instructor nctifies the large Savings Bank that such a pupil has 
left the school, and that his bank book has been delivered to his legal 
representative.
